"WE HAVE PROVED AGAIN THAT OUR NATIONAL WARNING SYSTEM IS FAST AND

CATED THAT MANY WOULD DIE NEEDLESSLY BECAUSE THEY DO NOT KNOW THE 
PRIMARY EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS MEASURE FOR THEIR OWN PROTECTION AGAINST 
RADIOACTIVE FALLOUT. AS THE EXERCISE ATTACK CONTINUED TO UNFOLD, WE
